Indianapolis. Feb. 17.—That tuberc­ 
ulosis cost the people of Indiana $ 13,- 
087,910 and removed a total of 4,480 
persons during 1907 is the assertion of 
the state board of health in a state­ 
ment that has been prepared for its 
report to Governor Manly. 
The hoard’s fig ures show that the 
disease invaded ,‘1.211 hom es in this 
state, breaking up 1,271 of them by 
killing the father or mother. 
The dis­ 
ease killed 986 women from eig hteen 
to forty years of ag e and 394 fathers 
of the sam e age. 
A total of 2,607 chil­ 
dren under tw elve years of ag e were 
made fatherless or m otherless 
and 
1,120 young people were killed in the 
ag e period of fifteen to twenty-one 
years. 
According to the bbard’s statement 
the sum of $ 194,530 was lost in educat­ 
ing 1,297 young people who were killed 
by 
consum ption 
before 
they 
were 
twenty-five years 
old, at $ 150 each. 
The loss in wag es due to the sickness 
of the 3,452 who were killed in the 
working period of 
fifteen to six ty 
years, at $ 10 per week, is g iven at 
$ 1,795,040. 
The cost of sickness, nurs­ 
ing, doctors, m edicine (averag e sick­ 
ness of one year) of the 3,452 workers, 
at $ 5 per week, is given at $ 897,520. 
E stim ating that one-half, or 2,240 of 
the killed as valuable to society, ami 
valuing each at $ 3,000, one-half the 
statutory value, the loss in this re­ 
spect as given by the board was $ 11,- 
200,000,

who are to man the ships shall not 
have their moral courag e sapped or 
weakened by the slig htest doubt of the 
fact that they have as serviceable and 
efficient weapons as the sailors of any 
other navy in the world.

clear the fact that the voluntary crit­ 
ics of our navy have spoken and writ­ 
ten in a half lig ht; that the officers 
who desig ned our ships were aware 
of many defects of ships in foreign

Indianapolis, Feb. 17.—That Marion 
county has been robbed of $ 25.000 in 
the last year or two as the result of 
loose m ethods in the handling of the 
county’s cash In the county auditor’s 
office is the belief of one of the offi­ 
cials close In touch with the investi­ 
gation into the affairs of the auditor’s 
office. Determ ined to go to the bottom 
of the affair and to ferret out the last 
irreg ularity, big or small, members of 
the board of county com m issioners an- J 
nouneed that action would be taken 
toward securing an appropriation from 
the county council for the em ploym ent 
of ex perts to go over the books In the 
office of the county auditor. 
“ W hat we want is to g et to the very 
bottom of thing s at the earliest poasl 
hie m oment,1’ said William H. Roberts, 
a men^ber of the board of com m ission­ 
ers, “ let the results of the Investig a­ 
tion hit where they will. 
What we 
want are the farts in the case, and the 
best and quickest way is to employ 
ex perts.” 
Both Roberts and J ohn Mendenhall, 
another member of the board, believe 
that an Investig ation will reveal many 
irreg ularities, 
J ohn 
McGregor, 
the 
third member of the hoard, stated that 
be was heartily in f m>r of the investi­ 
gation by ex perts, but lu did not be­ 
lieve, he said, that there would be such 
revelations as som e of the officials ex ­ 
pect. 
The officials who believe that the 
records reek with proofs of wholesale j 
g rafting base this belief on a develop­ 
m ent of the preliminary investig ation. 
That was the fact that before the 
voucher receipt books for x 1907 were 
stolen from the office of the auditor. 
Auditor Albert Sahm and his deputies 
had started an investig ation of these 
books and had found numerous in­ 
stances where vouchers were receipt­ 
ed for in what they are pleased to 
term a “ fam iliar hand.” and many 
other instances where vouchers had 
been taken out without any receipt 
having been sig ned for them. 
The auditor discovered that in cases 
where there were apparently irregu­ 
larities, the bills for the work or sup­ 
plies paid for were m issing, but he 
found that all of the cashed warrants 
were on hand, and to keep som eone 
from “ borrwing ” them he locked them 
in his safe and had the combination 
changed. 
The theft of the books will make the 
facts in the ease a little harder to get 
at, but by m eans of the cashed war­ 
rants on hand, the auditor says, it will 
he possible to trace every penny that 
has been drawn and to tell what it 
w as paid for and to whom it was paid 
The apparent irreg ularities are pri­ 
m arily due to the fact that it was the 
ex ception rather than the rule for per­ 
sons to sw ear to their bills when tfiey 
presented them. 
W hile the com m is­ 
sioners are deciding on the details of 
a plan for the em ploym ent of ex perts, 
the grand jury will begin a probe of 
the irreg ularities that have com e to 
lig ht up to the present time.
